

Paralympic 
tickets go 
on sale 


TICKETS for the London 2012 Paralympic 
Games go on sale this Friday (September 
9). 

LOCOG, the London Organising 
Committee for the Olympic and 
Paralympic games, will open the 
application window for Games tickets 
until Monday, September 26. 

It’s the first chance for the public - and 
local residents - to apply for tickets to the 
world’s second largest sporting event. The 
Games will feature 4,200 athletes from 
150 countries competing in 300 sessions 
across 20 sports in 20 venues - three of 
which are in Greenwich - over 11 days. 

A third of the tickets will be priced at 
just £5, with half at £10 or less and three 
quarters at £20 or less. There will also be 
special group rates and day passes. 

Tickets will be available at www.tickets. 
Iondon2012.com. As with Olympic Games 
tickets, applications are made for tickets 
and if sessions are oversubscribed, they 
will be allocated via a random selection 
ballot. 

A day of celebrations is being held at 
London’s Trafalgar Square this Thursday, 
September 8, for International Paralympic 
Day. 

A full day of activity will celebrate elite 
Paralympic sport, with displays and 
demonstrations featuring leading athletes 
from the UK and around the world. 
Highlights include a Sitting Volleyball 
World Record attempt at 9:30am 
and, at 6pm, the official invitation 
by the International Paralympic 
Committee to athletes and National 
Paralympic Committees around the 
world to participate in the London 2012 
Paralympic Games.

When 
it’s good 
to be a 
quitter 



GREAT news for 
Greenwich this 
week as we learn 
that more and 
more people in 
the borough are 
kicking the habit. 
Between March 
2010 and April 2011, 
4,043 smokers in 
Greenwich set a 
date to quit, and 
1,811 were not 
smoking after 
four weeks. I’m 
encouraged by 
the figures as the 
percentage of 
those deciding to 
quit, and still not 
smoking after four 
weeks, was almost 
as high as the 
London- wide figure 
of 47 per cent. 
Smoking remains 
one of the major 
causes of ill health 
and early death so 
we certainly won’t 
be resting on our 
laurels. Greenwich 
residents will 
still have the 
opportunity to 
access a number 
of services to help 
them quit smoking. 
These include 
drop-in centres, as 
well as mobile units 
where people can 
get advice about 
nicotine gum and 
patches, as well 
as support for 
pregnant women 
who smoke. In 
Greenwich, we held 
a roadshow called 
‘How Old Are Your 
Lungs?’ between 
January and March 
this year, which 
involved a mobile 
lung testing unit 
visiting places like 
supermarkets and 
high streets. 

This unit did free 
lung tests for 16,120 


people in six weeks. 
Of these, 490 people 
asked for a one to 
one session with 
a stop smoking 
adviser, 177 pledged 
to stop smoking 
on the spot and of 
these, 108 were not 
smoking after four 
weeks. 

But smoking is still 
the biggest single 
cause of ill health 
in Greenwich. 

This year the Stop 
Smoking Service 
has launched a 
new campaign 
called ‘Make This 
Time the Last 
Time’. It’s been 
built around real 
life stories from 
local people to raise 
awareness of the 
support available 
to smokers in 
Greenwich, and to 
remind them that 
no matter how 
many times you 
have tried before, 
you’re four times 
more likely to quit 
with NHS services 
support. 

The good news 
for smokers in 
Greenwich is that it 
is never too late to 
give up, and there’s 
plenty of free 
support available 
so that smokers 
don’t feel as if they 
are alone.

Royal Arsenal to 
get its own hotel 

New 130-bed hotel planned for Woolwich riverside

A 130-ROOM hotel is due 
to open at Berkeley Homes’ 
Royal Arsenal Riverside 
development in Woolwich 
by spring, 2013. 

The site, which was granted 
planning permission in March, 
has been acquired by Key 
Homes Group with a 125-year 
lease and the hotel will provide 
a total of 4,144 square metres 
of accommodation. 

Paul Vallone, managing 
director at Berkeley Homes 
(Urban Renaissance) said: 
“The deal with Key Homes 
Group will enable us to realise 
our long-standing vision of 
bringing a quality hotel to 
Royal Arsenal Riverside. 

“The scheme has already 
transformed the riverside 


in Woolwich into a vibrant 
and sustainable community, 
but the addition of a hotel, 
alongside the forthcoming 
development of a Tesco 
Express and the confirmation 
that Crossrail will also be 
coming to the site, will elevate 
the development to a new 
level.” 

Rafik Patel, of Key Homes 
Group, said: “Royal Arsenal 
Riverside is the perfect location 
for a quality mid-market hotel. 
The development itself has 
an established welcoming 
ambience and the superb 
transport links including 
railway station, DLR and 
Thames Clipper services - 
as well as the forthcoming 
Crossrail project - means 
that it is ideally located for 
both business travellers and 
tourists looking for quick 


access to Canary Wharf, the 
City and West End.” The 
developer has a number of 
other hotel schemes planned 
in London, including the 
Holiday Inn Docklands close to 
Canary Wharf and a Park Inn 
in Wembley. 

The riverside development 
already has more than 1,750 
homes housing more than 3,500 
residents, providing a gym, car 
share club, Young’s gastropub, 
health & wellbeing centre, 
museum and cafe/delicatessen 
and the forthcoming Tesco 
Express. 

Woolwich’s Thames 

waterside has been opened 
up to public use, attracting 
investment and improving 
transport links. Another 3,700 
additional homes, plus retail 
facilities and the Crossrail 
station are still to come. 


Cllr Denise Hyland, the 
council’s cabinet member for 
regeneration, enterprise and 
skills said: 

“This development is more 
evidence of the fast-moving 
renaissance taking place in 
Woolwich at the moment - 
this is one of many exciting 
schemes due to get underway 
and it shows the confidence 
there is in the area, which 
is very well-placed with the 
arrival of the 2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games next year. 

“It’s great to see our already 
booming tourism industry is 
being further boosted by this 
extra planned provision of 
hotel rooms and shows how 
Greenwich is capitalising on 
the opportunities we have here 
- not least being spurred on by 
our becoming a Royal Borough 
next year too”.

Deanne steps in to save the day at 
skydive fundraiser for son Freddie

TALK about leave it to Mum! 

Brave Deanne Farmer saved the day at a 
£3,000 skydive fundraiser by jumping out 
of a Cessna 208 at 12,000 feet. 

The Eltham mum dived in after her dad, 
Danny Catchesides, and brother, Danny 
junior, got the thumbs down at Headcorn 
Aerodrome in Kent. 

“It was easy, like jumping out of an 
aeroplane!” beamed Deanne, 38, as she 
was hugged and kissed by supporters 
after the tandem skydive. 

“I felt in very safe hands and it was 
absolutely brilliant, I loved every minute 
of it! I felt a little bit queasy on the spins, 
it was like a very fast fairground ride. 
Jumping out the plane was a bit surreal. 
I thought: ‘I don’t believe I’m doing this’ 

“Before you can change your mind 
they say just go and you freefall and it’s 
amazing, you’re just looking around at 
everything, it’s awesome. I loved it and it 
goes so quickly. I’d recommend anyone to 
do it.” 

The skydive was for the Freddie Farmer 
Foundation, set up in March to raise 
£250,000 for a specialist physiotherapist 
centre locally for Deanne’s son Freddie 
and children like him with serious 
movement problems. 

Freddie’s granddad passed a medical for 
blood pressure but had the wrong form for 
the skydive, and “gutted” uncle Danny 
was a pound over the British Parachute 
Association’s 14st 7lbs safety limit. 

Then came the shout from the aerodrome 
cafe: “Mum’s going to do it!” 

Deanne, who hadn’t prepared for it at 
all, said: “It was a bit emotional and I shed 
some tears but then I was really up for it. 
After all, I’d made two bungee jumps!” 

Uncle Danny said: “I thought being 
under 15st was okay, but it was incredible 
of Deanne to step in. That sums her up 
really.” And her other son, Oliver, who 



was celebrating his 10th birthday, said: 
“I’m very proud of mum, but she’s crazy!” 

Tandem instructor Lance Corporal 
Frank Millerick, from the Princess of 
Wales’s Royal Regiment, did the dive with 
Deanne, his 951st. He said: “We’ve had 
more than 200 charity skydives so far this 
year. They’re to show that the Army does 
other things apart from active service. It 
was brave of Deanne but sometimes you 
need a leap of faith like this.” 

Two other stalwart supporters from 
Shooters Hill Golf Club - 33-year-old Alex 
Williams and Dave Gravell, 34 - skydived 
after Deanne for the charity. Alex said: “I 
volunteered after having a little bit too 
much to drink and Dave found out he’d 
volunteered after coming back from the 
loo! 

“I’d been dreading it since the moment I 
remembered saying I’d do it in April. But 
Deanne was the star of the show.”

High Street cash support for 
three more Woolwich firms 


THREE more Woolwich 
businesses that were 
targeted by rioters are 
to get financial help 
from the High Street 
Business Recovery 
Scheme. They are Cash 
Converters, St James 
Medichem and the 
Somali Care Agency. 

All three had their 
applications for support 
approved conditionally 
by Greenwich Council 
last Thursday. 

Around 50 businesses 
that were affected by the 
disturbances have been 
given information about 


how to make a claim 
after the government 
announced that 
Greenwich would get 
one of the largest shares 
of the fund. It was in 
recognition that the 
borough had been one of 
the worst to be hit. 

It led to the relaunch of 
the Woolwich Traders 
Forum, and Greenwich 
Council organised a 
business surgery where 
traders could get advice 
from specialist agencies. 
About 60 small business 
owners went along. 

A breakfast meeting 


was also arranged by 
the council for larger 
organisations. A fund 
has also been set up 
by the council called 
‘Greenwich Backing 
Local Business’ to help 
business and residents 
who were affected.

Why I'll be running to the beat 



I HAVE lived in Maze 
Hill for nearly four 
years and a couple 
of years ago took 
advantage of the 
beautiful park and 
heath and quiet roads 
to take up running. 
Once I got past those 
initial few weeks of 
gasping for breath, 
burning legs and 
continuously walking 
like John Wayne, I 
started to really enjoy 
it. But it wasn’t until 
one slightly tipsy 
evening out with a 
friend that I actually 
considered entering 
a race. In less than a 
month, a year on from 
that fateful evening, I’ll 
be running the Run to 
the Beat half marathon 
on September 25, which 
is even more exciting as 
it starts and finishes at 


The 02. 

But I’m not just 
running for fun and the 
sense of achievement. 
In 2004, when I was 
21, my mother died 
from secondary breast 
cancer a week before 
her 48th birthday after 
battling the disease for 
nearly six years. 

In her last few months 
it spread to her brain, 
a cruel twist of fate 
as her dad died from 
a brain tumour eight 
years previously and 


her mum was killed by 
a brain haemorrhage 
when she was just 42. 
My life has changed 
enormously in that 
time, moving to London 
and making Greenwich 
my home, my dad 
re-marrying and all 
of us coming to terms 
with the injustice 
of losing someone 
so fundamental at a 
time of her life when 
she could stop being 
a parent and start 
enjoying life! 

But I’m not running 
for the past but for 
the future and what 
I can do, however 
small, to help those 
affected by breast 
cancer now. There is a 
small and little heard 
of branch of breast 
cancer care called The 
Lavender Trust, the 


only charity in the UK 
dedicated to raising 
money to specifically 
fund information and 
support for younger 
women with breast 
cancer: www. 
breastcancercare.org. 
uk and it is for this 
pioneering charity that 
I am putting myself 
through 13.1 miles of 
Greenwich hills! 

My whole household 
reads Greenwich Time 
every week so I know 
that you have much 
more pressing and 
significant stories to 
publish, but if there 
was anything you could 
do that might direct 
readers to my Virgin 
Money Giving site I 
would be so grateful:

New centre didn't 
have my number

Woolwich contact centre and 
was given a number and told 
to wait. My number was 203 
and the counter staff were 
serving No. 143.

I was told staff 
needed to take lunch so they 
had minimal staff serving. I 
was then told not to come in 
and use the contact centre 
at lunch time, 1pm, as this 
was their busy time.My 
concern is I work full time 
and the contact centre is only 
open Mon-Fri, 9am-5pm, so 
when are working residents 
supposed to access these 
services? Not during their 
lunch breaks! I am a very 
upset resident who has 
written the above to my local 
councillor and the council’s 
complaints department to 
see how this situation can 
be resolved. Services should 
have been left at smaller, 
residential estate- 


based contact centres !

• We are sorry that Ms 
Hallinan had a poor 
experience during the 
first few weeks of the new 
centre’s opening. The 
Woolwich Centre handles 
about 2,000 customers per 
day with an average wait of 
20 minutes. The new centre 
is very popular and we 
recognised that lunchtime 
queuing was a concern. 

We have therefore made a 
number of recent changes 
including a new information 
point where customers can 
get information on where 
they are in the queue and 
the likely wait. We also 
have self-service kiosks, 
a fast-path reception desk 
and have reorganised 
staff lunchtimes as well as 
recruited extra staff to cover 
lunchtimes. We welcome 
feedback that helps us give a 
better service and hope this 
experience won’t be repeated.

Young businessman has best sales figures for 
the whole of the UK on internet auction site

AN entrepreneur from Greenwich 
has successfully bid to become UK’s 
biggest eBay seller - and he’s only 21 
years old. 

Dario Lopez shifts more than 2,000 items 
a day through the internet auction site 
and turns over a staggering £3million a 
year. 

His online shop’s called the London 
Magic Store, and specialises in the latest 
accessories for the latest mobile phones. 

The Plumstead businessman told GT: 
“We were really excited when eBay told 
us we’d become the top seller in the UK. 
For a couple of years we’d been second 
or third, so to actually be number one is 
great.” 

Dario moved to the UK from Nepal when 
he was 12. Two years later he made his 
first sale on the site, and has since gone 
on to employ 13 staff at a Woolwich 
sorting depot. 

He added: “It’s growing all the 
time, we’ve got three ads on i 
Gumtree at the moment for new 1 
staff, and when new phones come 1 
out there are new accessories for 
them which we stock.” 

Between May and the end of 
July this year, Dario’s company 
has shipped more than 200,000 item

the competition,” he said. “If we know a 
phone is going to come out we try to be 
first with all the accessories. That’s the 
key.” 

And Dario is always looking ahead. 
“Summer’s always quiet,” he said. 
“Hopefully going towards Christmas it 
will get busier.” 

His top products at the moment are 
iPhone 4 accessories - phone covers, cases 
and in-car holders. 

The London Magic Store’s eBay account 
has only been live for three years, and 
now Dario’s team has to deal with as 
many as 500 emails a day from customers 
from all over the world. 

The former Crown Woods pupil began 
in his bedroom, selling SIM cards 
for mobile phones. It wasn’t long 
before his business became too 
big for the family home. He 
opened a stall at Greenwich 
Market selling computer 
accessories before getting a 
shop of his own. 

“In 2006 1 opened an internet 
cafe in Plumstead, called AIO. 
After that I

moved into a small unit in Charlton,” he 
said. “Soon we had to take on three of the 
units, which didn’t make business sense, 
so we moved into one big one instead.” 

His current premises on the Gateway 
business park on Tom Cribb Road has 
a floor space of 6,000sq ft, and it too 
has become too cramped for Dario’s 
expanding enterprise. 

“We’re hoping to open retail stores - I’m 
collecting the keys for the first one in 
Powis Street today and we’ll hopefully 
open retail stores all across the UK.” 

The young businessman flies out to 
France and Germany later this month 
to talk to eBay about European markets, 
which are expanding fast. 

“It would be great to be the top eBay 
seller in the world, and have the London 
Magic Store as a global brand,” he said.

LONDON 
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A year of fun in the sun 


TWO graduates from Greenwich have 
used their business degrees to secure 
jobs in the City - but before they start 
work they will be spending a year 
in some of the world’s most remote 
places. 

Emma Sullivan, 21, and Dexter Boyce, 
22, who live on Creek Road, will be 
travelling with nomads in Mongolia 
and planting trees in Madagascar - 
and in doing so help to improve life for 
local communities. 

Dexter told GT: “We graduated this 
year and we were both offered City 
jobs, but we decided to defer them 
for a year. We’ve seen all out friends 
take a gap year and we wanted to do 
the same, while at the same time give 
something back to the places we are 
going to. 

“We’ve travelled together before 
for three months when we went to 
Thailand, the Philippines, and China, 


where I taught English. When you go 
to these places and you realise how 
much of a techno bubble we live in in 
the UK. We want to support people 
in crisis around the world through 
undertaking various challenges, 
such as trekking to Everest Base 
Camp, living on under $2 a day in 
India, travelling with nomads in 
Mongolia, which is being organised 
by the Red Cross, and many others. In 
Madagascar we have arranged with a 
local conservation company to work 
on their tree nursery. 

“We hope to raise as much money as 
possible for the British Red Cross, 
while raising awareness of global 
challenges along the way.” 

The couple are calling their project 
‘Backpacks, Beans and Benevolence’ 
and have set themselves a target to 
raise £3,500.

ZANY cartoon characters created by 
Greenwich children are now being en- 
joyed by youngsters across the coun- 
try. 

And they’ve even voted for their favourite 
five in a national election. 

The popular cartoon Munglers were 
created in school workshops by local 
children working with award-winning 
author and Illustrator Guy Bass who’s a 
regular in schools and libraries. 

The 12 mischievous monster characters 
each have special qualities, talents and 
vices and are known for their love 
of reading, roaring and trying to 
outdo each other. 

For the last three years they 
have featured on their own 
special set of trump cards, 
which are only available from 
local libraries. Youngsters 
who take part in 
the borough’s 
annual reading 
challenge 
receive five 
cards for every 
book they 

read for the 
challenge. 

The annual 
National 
Reading 
Challenge is organised 
by The Reading Agency 
to encourage children 
to go into libraries and 
read books during the 
school summer holidays. In 
Greenwich, different series of 
themed Munglers cards have 
helped to encourage more 
children to read. 


Last year the cards were adopted by 12 
London boroughs to help promote their 
reading challenge events. This summer 
the collectable Munglers Trumps cards 
were used in scores of libraries across the 
country to promote reading. 

And last month more than 1,800 children 
voted for their favourite Mungler character 
in a special national election. Children at 
70 libraries from Croydon to Tyneside took 
part in the voting and the results were 
counted at Eltham Library. 

Top of the league was scheming 
mastermind Barnum Bluster followed by 
the ferocious three headed Grimolina and 
the lovable but smelly Miggles. In fourth 
and fifth place were Flobulous Flem and 
Wurgurgle. 

Cllr John Fahy, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
culture, sport and the Olympics, said:

If you do 
not respond to the first form you will 
receive reminders and canvassers will 
call at non-responding addresses from 
early September. 

If you are already registered and don’t 
need to change the details of who is 
registered at your address, you can 
re-register using our free, easy-to-use 
and secure phone or internet service 
- details are printed at the top of your 
form. 


However, you need to re-register 
every year or you will be taken off the 
register. 

On your registration form you can opt 
to have your details excluded from the 
edited register. This will mean your 
details cannot be bought by individuals 
and commercial organisations, who 
acquire the register. 

It is an offence for any household to 
fail to give the information requested 
by the electoral registration officer 
on the household form, with a fine on 
conviction of up to £1,000.

They will be encouraged to 
arrive at Woolwich Arsenal 
station and walk to the venue while 
a shuttle bus service will be in place 
for spectators with limited mobility. 

Richard Arnold, project sponsor for 
the shooting and archery venue at the 
Olympic Delivery Authority said: “We 


were delighted to meet lots of local 
residents at our community meeting 
earlier this year. Construction of the 
venue is now well underway so we are 
looking forward to sharing our progress 
with the local residents.”

Get set to 
go digital 


Borough prepares for switch on of stronger TV signal 


IT’s all change for television viewers 
on April 4 next year. 

That’s when Greenwich and the rest of 
London loses the old analogue TV signal 
and has it replaced by a stronger digital 
signal. And now is the time to make sure 
you are prepared for the changeover. 

There are several ways to get digital 
television, such as via an aerial, satellite 
or cable, and both subscription and non- 
subscription services are available. 

The postcode checker on the Digital 
UK website at www.digitaluk.co.uk can 
tell when you switch and the services 
available where you live. Alternatively, 
call the Digital UK advice line on 08456 
505050. Every household will also be sent 
detailed information about switchover 
in the lead-up to their local transmitter 
switching to digital. 

Look for the ‘digital tick’. This is the 
special logo that identifies television 
products and services that are designed 
to continue working through switchover. 
Remember, you don’t need to buy a new 
television for switchover as almost any 
set can be converted using a digital box. 

Get a check on the condition of your 
aerial. Most aerials will continue to 
work after switchover - if you get a good 
analogue picture now your aerial will 
probably be fine after switchover. To 
double check the condition of your aerial 
visit teletext page 284. If you think you 
need work on your aerial, look for a 
Registered Digital Installer (RDI) or one 
who is a member of a recognised trade 
body such as the Confederation of Aerial 
Industries (CAI). 



A helping hand to make the switch 


SOME people may find it harder 
than others to make the switch, 
but help is at hand. 

The Switchover Help Scheme has 
been set up by the government 
and is run by the BBC. It aims to 
make digital TV easy for older and 
disabled people by converting one 
of their televisions to digital in the 
run-up to digital TV switchover. 

The Switchover Help Scheme 
aims to reach out to all eligible 
people and ensure that those 
who need help get it, so that 
no-one is left behind and misses 
out on their favourite TV 
programmes. People are eligible 
for help if they are: 

• aged 75 or over 

• have lived in a care home for 
six months or more 

• get or could get, disability 
living allowance 

• receive Attendance or 
constant attendance allowance 
or mobility supplement or

• if they are registered blind or 
partially sighted. 

In the run-up to the switchover, 
every eligible person will receive 
a Switchover Help Scheme 
information pack explaining the 
options for switching to digital. 
Most people will be asked to 


contribute £40 towards the help. 
The service is free for people who 
are eligible and also get pension 
credit, income support, income- 
based jobseekers allowance 
or employment and support 
allowance.

Benefits for families 
with children at school 


WITH children back at school, 
Greenwich Council is trying to make 
sure local families are claiming all the 
help available to them. 

There are several education benefits 
which families may be able to claim 
depending on their circumstances. They 
include: 

• Free school meals - your child can get 
free school meals if you receive certain 
benefits including Income Support, 
income-based Jobseeker’s Allowance, 
income-related Employment and 
Support Allowance, Pension Credit or 
Child Tax Credit (CTC) only and your 
annual income is £16,190 or less. 

• School Clothing Grants - you can get 
help towards the cost of school clothing 
if you live in the borough and get one 


of the benefits listed above or CTC (at 
a rate higher than the basic family 
element) or Working Tax Credit. Grants 
are available when your child enters 
reception year or Year 3 (£40), Year 7 
(£100) and Year 9 (£70). 

You may also be able to get help 
towards the cost of school trips 
and free school milk. If your child 
attends an Academy school, different 
arrangements may apply - check with 
the school for details. 

• For more information about 
education benefits or to claim, contact 
your child’s school or call Greenwich 
Council’s Pupil Benefits team on 020 
8921 2570. 

If your child is staying on at school 
or college after their GCSEs or is doing 


an approved training course, they may 
be able to get extra financial help. The 
16 to 19 Bursary Fund is a new scheme 
starting this month to help young 
people facing financial hardship to 
stay in full-time education or unwaged 
training.

There is a range of benefits and 
tax credits that families may be 
able to claim depending on their 
circumstances. For example, you may 
be able to get Child Tax Credit if you 
have dependent children under 20. 
There is also Working Tax Credit if you 
or your partner is in low paid work 
for at least 16 hours a week. You may 


be able to get help towards the cost of 
childcare while you work. 

You may also be able to claim help 
towards your rent and council tax.

VOLUNTEERS decided the show must go on at the 
Greenwich & Lewisham Young People’s Theatre in 
Woolwich, after the recent riots looked set to bring 
down the curtain.

Although the building in Woolwich New Road was not 
damaged by fire it suffered badly from smoke damage, 
which would have made it unusable by school and youth 
groups. 

But offers of help to clean it up and put it back in 
business came quickly from the Greenwich Environment 
Champions, who spent time with mops and brushes 
making it spick and span again. Ten volunteers from the 
council-coordinated scheme gave up time to help out last 
week. 

They were joined by four students on the Young 
Apprenticeship Programme for performing arts at the 
Shooters Hill Campus, who spent last Thursday afternoon 
helping to clean up the building. They were 15-year-olds 
Alice Brooks from Plumstead, Shaakirah Watson-Cohen 
from Thamesmead, Kurtis Welsh from Charlton, and ‘ JC’ 
Hines, 16, from Charlton. 

“The theatre is what we are interested in, and we wanted 
to see it clean again,” said Shaakirah. “It’s good that we 
can be doing something to help, and afterwards I felt that 


I had done a good thing for my community.” And Alice 
added: “People think that some people our age are thugs, 
but it’s not true that we are all like that.” 

Support for the Young People’s Theatre has also come 
from Greenwich Council, which replaced the front and 
internal doors which were smashed by the rioters. The 
B&Q group has supplied cleaning materials, and Wilkinson 
- the nearby homestore which was damaged by fire - is 
paying for their own contractors to redecorate the foyer 
area and offices. 

Theatre director Jeremy James, who has been doing the 
job for eight years, was delighted with the support he had 
received. He told GT: “The building dates back to 1902 when 
it was a power sub-station for trams and it is still called the 
Tramshed. There was a lot of smoke damage after the riots, 
and the volunteers have tackled it by cleaning and wiping 
down walls and doors, emptying bookshelves and cleaning 
them, and packing stuff up. A lot of people have helped us.” 

He added: “We were still able to run dance and yoga 
classes in the small studio, which wasn’t affected, but we 
needed to get main areas ready to reopen on September 
19 when our next youth programme starts. In October 
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for the performing arts at 
Shooters Hill were keen to 
put on a performance

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with 
an urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941. Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of 
the property you’re after, which will be on the advert.

negative of its hugeness that 
there aren’t actually that 
many good comics. 

“That’s a fact. All the good 
ones start going out on tour 
when they’re not quite ready. 
They come through so fast 
now.” 

Stephen’s meteoric rise is a 
classic ‘overnight success’ 
story: decades of traipsing 
up and down the country for 
no money and fewer laughs, 
only to be catapulted into the 
living rooms of millions of 
discerning comedy fans who 
then ‘discovered’ him. 

It’s a different game now, 
the comic says. Comedy is a 
vehicle. It’s a fame wagon. 
“When I started there 
wasn’t Live at the Apollo 
and McIntyre’s Roadshow,” 
Stephen said. “There was no 
platform for stand-ups on 
TV. And now people can see 
that there’s a progression: 
you get on TV, you do a 
tour, you’re famous.” 

He’s earned the right to 
cynicism, having plied 
his trade for years in the 
grottiest of comedy clubs 
the length and breadth of 
the land. 

“New comics are starting 
out early because they 
can see the career path, 
and there are people 
coming through who 
are clearly influenced 
by the comedians who 
came through when I 
started years ago.” 
Stephen will be 
premiering his new 
tour, Best Medicine, 
and, he says, 
everyday life is a 
constant source of 
comedy gold. 

“Last week I had 
| an ankle injury 
and I went to my 
local hospital A&E 
and it was like the 
Living Dead - it 
was such a wealth 
of comedy. I walk 
in, and they all 
just slowly look 
up and stare at me 
and say, [cracked 
voice]: ‘There’s that 
bloke’ - it was so 



embarrassing. 

“We’re all there with our own 
ailments and I’m trying to be 
really discreet, and the guy 
behind the desk goes: ‘Oh! 
Stephen K Amos - 1 love your 
stuff!’ Then everyone else 
there started saying, ‘What’s 
he doing here?’ 

“In the end it got so bad that 
I just left, without seeing the 
doctor! 

“Things happen all the time,” 
he added. “I was on my 
way back from Edinburgh 
two days ago on the plane, 
someone was putting their 
luggage in the overhead 
lockers, and she went to put 
it in and completely missed, 
and the bag fell on my head. 
“The whole plane erupted 
into laughter and I was there 
with a damaged head. You 
couldn’t write that kind of 
thing - all I expected next 
was there would be a banana 
skin in the aisle!” 

His anecdotal style owes 
much to Richard Pryor. 

“He was the one who started 
that whole thing of talking 
about yourself - his trials and 
tribulations and making it 
funny,” said Stephen. 

“When I started looking at 
my own life I realised we’ve 
all got things which might 
not have been funny at the 
time, but are now. When you 
think back there are so many 
shared experiences - growing 
up as a family, schools, first 
job, college.” 

So how’s that injured ankle 
bearing up for the gig, we 
ask? 

“Well, I say it was a swollen 
ankle... it was actually a 
bunion. At my age I should 
not be getting a bunion, but 
I did.”

# THE American 
Dream says that 
anyone with an idea 
can make something 
of themselves. 

It’s a neat slogan, but it’s not 
always that simple. Some have 
the means to dream bigger than 
others. 

Two mice fell into a bucket of 
cream. One gave up and quickly 
drowned, the other thrashed its 
legs until the cream turned to 
butter and it walked out. 

Only sometimes that cream 
never wants to churn, it resists 
as if it were milk. 

Heavy Like the Weight of Flame 
is the story of a man treading 
water. 

The autobiographical tale of a 
young man growing up, R Ernie 
Silva seems forever destined for 
a cycle of poverty and drugs on a 
Brooklyn project. 

The 20-something New Yorker, 
playing himself, took centre 
stage for the four-night run at 
Greenwich Theatre last week. 

His brothers are hooked, and his 
mother’s fatalism hangs over 
him like a cloud. 

“Life is hard,” she tells him over 
and over, like a mantra. 

HLtWoF is an honest, if 
sometimes embellished account 
of Silva’s struggle to escape the 
pitfalls of the city’s street life. 
The performance is the first in a 
series of transatlantic exchanges 
between the theatre and a pair of 
playhouses in New York. 

Silva is a excellent physical 
actor, and an extrovert. 

It’s the kind of boy done good 
yarn on which America has built 
its reputation as king of the 
heartstring-tuggers - emotive and 
amusing all at once. 

Each time the piece threatened 
to become self-pitying, the 
storyteller dragged the narrative 
up by the bootstraps with a shot 
of humour. 

There may have been only one 
guy on stage, but he was playing 
everyone in his life. The dynamic 
performance had been honed 
from runs across the States and 
at the Edinburgh Festival. 

The show was slick and 
polished - as is to be expected 
from an American export. If 
the dialogue began to lag, the 


actor reeled in the audience 
with a breakdancing skit or the 
impersonations which signposted 
his influences. There was a ^ 
double-take impression of 
Jimi Hendrix which had f 
been perfected on the f 
busking circuit, and 
even more prevalent 
was the shadow of J

But he worked the audience 
like a pro with the slapstick 
delivery of a New York street 
performer. The physicality of 
the actions as he jumped from 
the train that took him out of 
the city, and as he stood in the 
wilderness looking up at the Big 
Dipper the audience - almost as 
one - turned their eyes to the 
ceiling expecting to see stars. 
There were all the capers to be 
expected of any self-respecting 
road trip, and the story bares 
more than a passing resemblance 
to another self-confessed 
influence that Silva packs into 
his knotted handkerchief before 
he jumped town: Jack Kerouac’s 
On the Road. 

But unlike Kerouac’s 
directionless east- west yo-yo, 
Heavy Like Flame actually has a 
point. And while it might not be 
the most surprising epiphany, an 
American Dream can’t always be 
the perfect reality.

That was a day of our lives 


Don ’t believe the 
hype: One Day is a 
terrific adaptation

THE release of 
One Day has been 
smattered with 
sniping. 

Would Tom Hanks and Meg 
Ryan have done a better job? 
Can a glamorous American 
play a retiring English rose? 
Does the emotion of the novel 
truly shine through? But to 
snipe is to miss the point. 

This is, in fact, an excellent 
adaptation of a marvellous 
book. 

The film, based on the David 
Nicholls novel, tells the story 
of Emma (Anne Hathaway) 
and Dexter (Jim Sturgess) two 
Edinburgh students whose 
post-finals fling leads to an 
intertwining of souls. But 
neither soul is ready and the 
combination seems doomed. 
He is wealthy and confident, 
she poor and insecure. Over 
the next 20 years - on the 
same day each year, - we 
catch up with their lives, what 
has worked, what has not. We 
see them together, holidaying 
in France and we see them 
apart, her as a waitress, he on 
TV. But through the ups and 
through the downs, we see 
what they miss; two people in 
love. 

Hathaway and Sturgess work 
beautifully together, their 
chemistry almost palpable 
such is its strength. Her 
longing for him lies just 
beneath the surface, 
barely suppressed and 
ready to break. His 
passion for her rages 
equally strongly, but 
lies deeper and more 
hidden in spite of 
himself. 

While Hathaway’s 
transformation from 
ungainly student to 
sophisticated gamine 
is both compelling and 
persuasive, it is Sturgess 
who impresses. Superficial 
and hedonistic, he is despised 
by his father, a resolute 


Ken Stott, disowned by his 
mother - touchingly played by 
Patricia Clarkson, and even 
abandoned by his soul mate 
who tells him that she no 
longer even ‘likes him’. But 
in spite of it all, Sturgess still 
keeps us close. We put up 
with the drugs and the booze 
and the girls, we accept that 
he is troubled and lost and 
alone, and we welcome him 
back as the man he once was 
as we sense his misgivings 
over whom he has become. 
The transformation to the 
big screen of an episodic 
and flashback-driven novel 
is handled with no little skill 
by Danish Director Lone 
Scherfig, whose previous best 
work was An Education. One 
Day is not simply a love story 
with gags. It is the story of 
life: the dreams we start out 
with, our hearts full of hope, 
our successes, our failures, 
the aspirations we let slip, 
reality and self-awareness 
and the compromises we 
endure. 

An outstanding adaptation.
